"Sir: Yon are hereby removed from 


the office of assistant attorney gen- 
eral for the postofllco department. 


Furnishes Reasons. 


"I deem It proper to give you tha 


reasons for this summary action on 
the part of the department. Early In 
the month of March I communicated to 
you, through a mutual friend, a re 
quest for your resignation. 
After a 


painful Interview with you, and a more 
painful one with Mrs. Tynor, I con- 
sented to modify tho demand for your 
resignation so tnat It might take ef- 
fect on May 1, 1903, with the proviso, 
however, that you were given leava 
of absence from the time of the ac- 
ceptance of the resignation 
to 
tho 


date of Its taking effect, with the un- 
derstanding that you were not in any 
way to undertake to discharge tha 
duties of the oflice. 


Accuses Mrs. Tyner. 


"Late Thursday afternoon MM. Ty- 


ncr came to the olllco of the assistant 
attorney general for the postolllce de- 
partment, entering In tho regular way, 
nnd went through the main office to 
the private office, closing the door be- 
hind her. 
She then unlocked the door 


entering from the public hall Into th« 
private room and admitted her sister, 
Mrs. Barrett, whose son was formerly 
assistant In your oflice, and whoso ron- 
duct Is now under Investigation by tha 
department.

States will be described In a forthcom 
ing bulletin of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey which Is In prepara- 
tion by Mr. George I. Adams. 
The 


development and the Importance of 
the Industry in the eastern part of 
the United States are fully recogniz- 
ed and described, but It Is as show- 
ing the vast mineral 
resources in 


the southwestern states that the pub- 
lication promises to 'be of special In- 
terest. 
The belt of country extend- 


ing from Iowa through Kansas and 
Oklahoma, and Into Toxas, Includes 
the plants which produce a 
large 
part of the output west of the Miss- 
issippi river. 
The deposits in these 
states are not only practically inex- 
haustible but tho quality ot the- ma- 
terial and the position of the beds 
with respect to railway transporta- 
tion make It possible for 
them to 


supply the markets of a large terrl- 


The gypsum Is used 
principally 


for -wall plaster, and 
the most Im- 


portant markets arc the large cities 
In which modern buildings are being 
constructed. Gypsum plaster Is large- 
ly displacing mortar as wall llnish. 
Not only Is It found to 
bo 
more 


suitable and durable, but its strength 
and hardness, and the fact that It 
construction can be completed more, 
quickly when It Is used, have brougnt 
It Into favor.

In the Rocky Mountain states and 


the region westward to the Pacific 
coast, the gypsum Industry Is In Its 
Infancy. 
There are plants In the 


black hills of South Dakota, In Wy- 


oming, Colorado,, New Mexico, biah, 
Nevada,

and 
Oregon. 


Some of them have a largo capacity 
and their product Is finding a ready 
market. 
This is more particularly 


true of those wh.ch supply the larg- 
er cities. 
The 
deposits are well 


distributed In these states, and tho 
character of the gypsum Is such that 
they can meet any requirements of 
the trade. 
No doubt tho 
Industry 


will advance with the growth of the 
country, and when the value of gyp- 
sum plaster Is better appreciated it 
will displace the lime and sand plast- 
er In these states as it Is doing In 
the East. 
Formerly gypsum was 
Imported 


Into California from . Mexico. 
The. 


development of the deposits on the 
coast makes this no longer n necess- 
ity. The Imported material- was used 
principally as wall plaster, but tho 
high grade of the homo product and 
the fact that It Is 
advantageously 


situated with respect to railroad fac- 
ilities have crowded 
the Mexican 


gypsum out of the market. 


In tho western states there Is little 


need of gypsum as a fertilizer, since 
the soil Is naturally rich, and has not 
been Impoverished 'by long cultiva- 
tion. 
Where there Is black alkali 


In the soil, however, or where this 
alkali has developed as a result of Ir 
rogation, gypsum Is applied to neu- 
tralize It, and la found to be effect- 
ual.

Charles Bellows, a state apprais- 


er, whose house Is nt 30 Plerrepont 
street, says the Brooklyn Eagle. P»'d 
a short time ago $5.000 for a cask or 
old sherry wine. 
It Is nearly tho 


oldest wine In the world. It Is called 
Napoleonic wine and Is of the vint- 
age of 17G7. 
It was preserved es- 


pecially for Napoleon and none was 
ever sold except a little to the Icing 
of Spain. 
This Is tho highest price 


ever paid for a cask of sherry wln$. 


Mr. Bellows was at first averse to 


talking1 about some of the wonderful 
wines and rare bottles running back 
hundreds of years In his possession,' 
"because they are not for sale under 
and circumstances." 


'Buchanan in 1800. first British con- 
sul; railroad bottles commemorating 
the first railroad nt Lowell In 1834— 
for many old bottles have some mark 
commemorating an event of national 
Importance. 
Ho has the first 
Im- 


pressed bottles, 'bearing the profile of 
Washington and the Hag of the thir- 
teen states. 
There Is also tho ear- 


liest known Florentine flask, .tho old- 
est demijohn In the country, showing

seamed. 
He also has several Pike's 


peak bottles of 18-ID. 


his New street olllce. 
Mr. Bellows Intends to give

quaint lot of bottles to his old home 
town of Walpole, N. H.. where he 
has an estate granted his ancestors 
by King fieorge II..

attaches to old wine bottles to ap- 
preciate them.
